Postal Stationery 
Offers Opportunity 
For New Discoveries 





To me, one of the most interest- 
ing branches of the “United States 
Postal Stationery” is the entire, 
unused envelope and from 1893 to 
1900 they were quite popular. 

Having collected these envel- 
opes from about these dates, I, of 
course, have quite an accumulat- 
ion of them and since the issue of 
“Thorp’s Catalogue” (a marvel- 
ous piece of work) I am more in- 
terested than ever. 

The pleasurable part of collect- 
ing this branch of “United States 
Postal Stationery” (and no U. S. 
collection is complete without 
them) is that all the defects in 

‘paper have not 


sis die_and 
~ yet been discovered. One does not 


have to have a microscope to find 
these defects and such unimport- 
ant things as gash on shoulder, 
one or more hairs in the eye- 
brow, or a dot on tip of nose, are 
tabooed. 

Of course, if one wants to spend 
his time looking for the minor 
varieties, U. S. envelopes will keep 
‘him busy. One of the most re- 
gretable things that has happened, 
in connection with these envel- 
opes, is that collectors of ‘“cut- 
squares”, even though they had 
the entire, have ruined them in 
more ways than one in order to 
obtain a cut-square, but in reality 
they have only a “die” left and 
cannot tell from what envelope 
it came. 

By the way, “Let him who is 
guiltless cast the first stone”, I 
started collecting cut-squares, but 
soon learned the error of my 
ways. However, I never cut up an 
-entire to obtain a cut-square; that 
should let me down a little. Many 
specimen and bidder’s samples 
have been cut square by collect- 
ors, thereby increasing the values 
of those left. 

I have attended many Stamp 
Conventions, during the past ten 
yea?s, and in only one or two

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meetings have I seen these en- 
tries exhibited, but in several 
cases cut squares exhibited as U. 
S. Envelopes, when, in reality they 
were only dies and a small fract- 
ion of an envelope. 

The complaint, by many collect- 
ors, has been that entire envelopes 
are hard to handle, but I disagree 
with them. I have found a way to 
arrange them on a light cardboard 
9-1/16”" wide by 10-34” long. This 
method will take in the largest 
U. S. stamped envelope and at the 
same time will allow six cards in 
a regular six-page-exhibiting- 
frame. By this method, envelopes 
may be removed from card for ex- 
amination and replaced without 
injury. 

One advantage the collector of 
U. S. envelopes has, is that in or- 
der to have a_ nice showing of 
them, he can confine himself to 
the “Nesbitt” issue, the “‘Reay” 
issue, the “Plimpton” issue or 
Official issues, such as the “Post 
Office Department” and “War 
Department”. 

This is one branch of U.S. 
Postal Stationery that the pocket- 
book of moderate means can af- 
ford,. but soon, like all other bran- 
ches of Philately, these items will 
soar to prices unheard of, when 
collectors realize that there are 
no large stocks in the Country. 

So, get your envelopes now.

Bought At Face, Give 
Estate Handsome Profit 





On his extensive travels to all 
parts of the world, the late own- 
er of the 80-volume general col- 
lection which H. R. Harmer of 
32 E. 57th St., New York, has been 
dispersing, used to go at once to 
the chief post office in each 
country and buy up to complete 
sheets of all current values. The 
Nov. 28-29 sale offered the first 
portion of this material for Eur- 
ope only—Albania through Italy. 

Some of these investments must 
have shown a good profit. For 
instance, complete panes of 25c 
each of the 5fr, 10fr and 20fr of 
France’s 1900-29 series, issued 
about 1926 when’ the franc was 
cheap, realized $230. 

Sheets of 100 each of Ger- 
many’s Frederick the Great is- 
sue, 6pf, 12pf and 25pf, with a 
catalogue value of $165 and a 
face value of about $11, brought 
$120. A used set of three of 
the Danzig Innendienst issue 
made $185. Some Czechoslovakia 
rarities brought, in some cases, 50 
per cent over catalogue.

Marks, 1.20 being for postage 
and the balance cf 8.80 for char- 
ity.

Four New Stamps 
From Vatican City

of the set of four new stamps 
from Vatican City. These come 
from Cpl. N. Lindberg from Italy. 

First day of issue was Novem- 
ber 25th, and we are able to il- 
lustrate one of the values. The 
other three are very similar ex- 
cept for different persons being 
pictured on each. 








Following is. the description as 
given by Cpl. Lindberg. 

25c olive green, 
Rafallo (Sanzio) Painter. 

80c violet, portrait of Desan- 
cello, Sculptor (?). 

1.25 Lira blue, portrait of Mar- 
atti, Sculptor and Architect. 

10 Lira ochre, portrait of Can- 
ova, Sculptor. 

The set commemorates’ the 
fourth centenary of the Pope’s 
famous Academy of Artists in the 
Panthenon. 

Cpl. Lindberg states that it 
was difficult to obtain complete 
sets due to speculation in Vati- 
can City. The Postoffice only 
allowed 300 sets to any dealer 
and only four sets to any collec- 
tor and one had to stand in line 
at the postoffice which opens at 
10 A. M. but the line formed as 
early as 6 A. M. 

Postal officials have not an- 
nounced the number issued but 
rumor has it that but 40,000 com- 
plet sets were printed while the 
total printing reached 400,000 for 
the four stamps.

apparent to all philatelists that 
this has been the first occasion in 
the history of Philately in this 
country that such a glorious lot 
of the fine old classic issues of 
stamps has been presented to 
auction bidders. How well this 
exceptional opportunity was ap- 
preciated is amply demonstrated 
by the results of the first three 
sessions, held on Dec. 6th, 7th and 
8th. The first session comprised 
Canada and Newfoundland, and 
was devoted almost exclusively 
to the first imperforate issues. 
The feature of this session was 
the celebrated mint, marginal 
pair of the 12p black Canada 1851 
issue. This “gem of gems’’ sold at 
$7500, to Y. Souren who pure 
chased almost a full half of the 
total amount realized at this sese 
sion. 

Of 116 lots of Canada imperfor- 
ates only 20 sold at less than their 
catalogue value and this included 
such as realized within a few dole 
lars of the catalogue price as well 
as damaged and defective stamps 
of which there were a goodly num- 
ber. Double to ten times and more 
of the catalogue value was the 
rule, rather than the exception.

In the used 90r the price range 
was between $95, and $270, for 
choice examples, even including a 
few with minor defects. A beauti- 
ful pair went to “H.R.H.” for 
$210. even though one stamp was 
creased. A block of six, with de- 
fects went at $700. to a mail bid- 
der, and a complete sheet of 18, 
pen marked and with defects went 
at $1600. to “H. R. H.” 


The 1844-46 issues ranged from 
full catalogue to double catalogue 
for choice stamps, Those with de- 
fects, however, sold at far lower 
levels. The 1850, small numeral 
issue offered a number of choice 
blocks, almost every lot in this 
group going from 90% of cata- 
logue to as much as seven times 
the catalogue value.

GUTTER SNIPERS PROVE 
VERY INTERESTING ITEMS 





The above is the name applied 
to defectively issued U. S. stamps 
by some who have made collec- 
tions of such items. Right now 
we have a letter from Charles P. 
Gawlas of Detroit in which he de- 
scribes a sheet of the 3c Presi- 
dential stamp which is gummed 
only across the top two rows of 
stamps, the balance of the sheet 
being without gum. 

From another collector’ also 
comes a letter describing a sheet 
of 3c stamps which has a large 
crease running diagonally across 
the sheet, this making a large 
white gutter through the sheet 
when flattened out. 

Neither of these varieties attract 
interest from many collectors al- 
though the latter item is much 
the better of the two and will 
bring a premium from some who 
are interested. The partly gum- 
med sheet is of no interest as any- 
one can wash the gum off of some 
of the stamps in any sheet and 
have a similar item.

AN AMERICAN EXPERT COMMITTEE 

It seems like whenever it rains, it pours and we don’t mean salt. 
What tempts us to write under the above heading this week when we 
might better be thinking of Christmas and the holdiays is the receipt 
of a few letters which show evidence of a need for 
some kind of a committee in the stamp collecting 
world and then on top of this we have just read 
a part of the article by Dr. Carroll Chase printed 
in the handsome booklet ealler Harmer’s Stamp 
Hints. Dr. Chase heads this article. “The Crying 
Need for an American Expert Committee.” We can 
quite agree with him for the need of such a com- 
mittee but whether our idea and his idea as to the 
format of this committee would be the same is a 
question we can not answer for Dr. Chase is not 
very explicit on that point. We can state our opin- 
ion however and are ready to stand on that state- 
ment.. Let us look at the one great body of this 
George W. Linn sort that is known to all the Royal Philatelic So- 
ciety of London, This body or committee might well be taken as a 
model for any such committee as might be formed in America. 

It would not be proper that the committee should function ex- 
cept as representing some large collectors group. Nothing better than 
the Collectors Club comes to our mind and thus the expert Commit- 
tee would or should be known as the Collectors Club Expert Com- 
mittee. The sole reason and object for this is to place the entire re- 
sponsibility for the actions and opinions of the Committee on a body 
or club rather than on an individual. Individuals die as we all know, 
strong clubs and societies exist for generations after, as is also a 
fact, thus they have a reputation to guard and maintain not only 
through a period of ones ordinary span of life, but for years after 
and with such a thought m mind, the Club would be zealous of the 
membership of any such committee which might represent the club. 

It is a well known fact that there are some very’ unpleasant 
stories that could be printed about men who have held a very prom- 
inent mame in the stamp world of the past few years. Some of these 
stories are true and when we look back and review the matters we 
are tempted to believe that these men carried on in a manner that 
0 body such as the Collectors Club of New York would sanction 
provided that the name of the club was to be associated closely with 
these questionable gentlemen. 

It is for this reason, that any Expert Committee if it is to merit 
the faith of the collector public, must be beyond reproach. 

Just how the Committee would operate, how it would function 
and what it would be paid is a matter that concerns only those 
wealthy collectors who would have to pay the bills for few average 
collectors would ever have need for it. 

Naturally the work of an expert committee would be concerned 
mostly with rare stamps, but as Dr. Chase says, much of a cheaper 
mature that is spurious is being offered daily. 

In our estimation, it would be a much simpler job to police this 
latter class of material than to handle rare items. 

Through the American Stamp Dealers Association, there must 
be known many facts as regards cheaper stamps of a spurious na- 
ture. This Association should list such items, announce that in the 
future, they will give to the Philatelic Press lists of such stamps and 
names of any dealers who offer the same for sale. There is probably 
no other way that this sort of business can be cured. 








JUST A SINGLE EXAMPLE 

A Philadelphia subscriber writes about a dealer who offered 
mint copies of the 5c Louisiana Purchase stamp at the recent SEPAD 
Bourse, copies that were reperforated. It was evident that the stamps 
had been reperforated simply because there was a colored guide 
line at the left edge of the stamp. These stamps come in sheets with 
a straight edge at left or right and with a colored guide line. There 
are colored guide lines running horizontally through the sheets and 
perforated, but sheets were not with vertical guide line and per- 
forations. 

When the dealer had his attention called to this stamp he mere- 
ly shrugged his shoulders and said “he didn’t know.” The stamps 
were laid aside and other copies offered the prospective buyer. The 
spurious perforated copies will of course be sold to some collector 
who like the dealer “didn’t know.” 

There is but one way to cure these evils. It may be a bit drastic 
but since no other way will work, we urge the adoption of the only 
real method. 

If we are not mistaken, manipulation of a Uinted States unused 
postage stamp, as this stamp has been manipulated is a case that 
would attract the interest and attention of the F. B. I. Why not re- 
port such things to this body. Certainly a few such cases handled 
by the F. B. I. might conceiveably scare some dealers from playing 
with such material in the future. Another way to handle such cases 
is to publish the names of dealers who offer such material. That too 
is drastic, but it will get results. Now if collectors and dealers want 
honest and fair dealing in the stamp business, there is a way to get 
it, but of course if they do not want that kind of dealing we can 
“fet the buyer beware.” 





ANOTHER CASE 

In this instance a lengthy letter came from a man who had 
bought several lots at a recent auction. He griped about most of 
them, spoke highly of a few and wound up by asking us what could 
be done about such auction dealers. Our reply was that the dealer 
asked that complaints about any unsatisfactory lots be made in three 
days. We told the man that if 1¢ had returned the material as pro- 
vided and that then if the dealer did not adjust the matter to his 
satisfaction, he would have room for complaint. Otherwise we saw

Advice For Speculators 


Following This War-- 
Don’t--Don't - - Don’t! 


By ENCEL H. DODGE 

Philatelists of the United States 
who profited by the fall in the 
yalue of the German mark, the 
Austrian crown and some other 
European currencies following 
World War I are reported to be 
planning a repetition of their in- 
vestments, or speculations (take 
your choice) when the proper 
time comes, six months, one or 
two years, after the peace, ending 
the present conflict. 

The government at Washington, 
however, may have something to 
say about speculation in foreign 
exchange and the _ international 
pank may adopt rules that will 
prevent a repetition of what oc- 
curred after’ World War I. 

Those who expect to profit by 
the wide fluctuations in foreign 
exchange that are certain to come 
would do well to start immediate- 
ly with a study of the markets and 
it is advisable that they relentless- 
ly continue the study. 

As was done following the close 
of World War I, stamp dealers of 
continental Europe are certain to 
inaugurate advertising campaigns 
in the philatelic press of the 
United States. Patrons in this 
county would do well to pick the 
right dealer. 





Bargains never before heard of 
stamp | 


were offered by certain 
dealers in Germany and Austria 
in that period between 1919 and 
1921. With the German mark val- 
ued at only a fraction of the 
American dollar in November of 
1921 a Middle-Western stamp 
dealer sent $2.64 in United States 
funds to a dealer in stamps and 
philatelic supplies and who was 
then located in Cologne, Germany. 
In due course the Mid-Westerner 
received a notice from New York 
to the effect that two packages ad- 
dressed to him and posted at Col- 
ogne where being held for cust- 
oms duty amounting to approxi- 
mately $2. He sent the amount to 
New York and a few days later 
received the packages. They con- 
tained four stamp albums of ex- 
cellent quality. They were hand- 
somely bound and the pages were 
on a par with those. which today 
in this country cost around $5 
each. In addition to the pages in 
the albums there were included 
in. the packages 400 pages_ to 
match. The Middle-Western deal- 
er naturally was more than pleas- 
ed with his purchase and regret- 
ted that he had not sent a re- 
mittance of $25 or more.

The above is a reproduction of an award 
the Annual Open House Meeting of the Garfield-Perry Stamp 
Club in November. Not being present the award came by mail 


The Garfield-Perry Stamp Club is among the oldest and the 
most active Clubs in the United States and few of its members 
today can count their years of membership so far back as 1914.

ages the Mid-Westerner received 
a letter from the Cologne dealer 
in which the latter sought to con- 
vince the buyer of the albums 
and pages that the seller was en- 
titled to a further remittance. 
Here is what had occurred with- 
in a period of a few days. 

In February, 1921, there was a 
rise in the value of the German 
mark. This sudden change for the 
better in the mark convinced the 
Cologne dealer that he was en- 
titled to a further remittance. Be- 
ing fair minded, the Mid-Western 
dealer sent the amount claimed. 
Subsequently there was a rapid 
decline in the value of the Ger- 
man mark. In August of 1922 it 
was quoted at 1,134.56 to the 
American dollar, The drop con- 
tinued and in December of 1922 
the mark was worth only 7,183.10 
compared with the United States 
dollar. In September of 1923 the 
mark had fallen to 98,860,000,000 
compared to the American dollar. 
Three months later in December 
of 1923, the value of the Ger- 
man mark had dwindled to 4,- 
200,000,000,000 compared with the 
dollar. 


A similar situation had  de- 
veloped in connection with the 
Austrian crown and the other 
monetary systems of Central 
European countries. 

During the period from 1919 


to 1922 thousands of American 
speculators bought bonds of Ger- 


80/man and Austrian municipalities 


at what for the moment appeared 
to be ridiculously low prices. But 
the value of the mark and crown 
continued to drop, as did the value 
of other Centra European nation’s 
currencies with the result that 
all possibility of any profit to the 
American speculators was wiped 
out. They lost millions of dollars 
despite certain efforts that were 
made at Washington to protect at 
least a few of them. . 
In 1921 and 1922 a few phila- 
telists and dealers who visited 
central European countries on 
buying tours really made a killing 
in purchases made with Ameri- 
can dollars. 

With a view of obtaining what 
he referred to as a souvenir one 
Middle-Western stamp dealer 
sent a dollar bill to a relative in 
Vienna, requesting that it be de-

posited in his name with the Wie- 
ner Bank of that city, one of the 
largest financial institutions in 
that place. In due course he re- 
ceived from the relative a deposit 
book, showing that he had to his 
credit 23,000,000 crowns. This 
was. quickly wiped out with 
charges made for a few letters 
sent by the bank in reply to ques- 
tions asked by the depositor. In- 
cidentally this man “invested” in 
21 shares of the Wiener Bank, 
only to learn several years later 
that the institution had ceased to 
exist, 

His advice might well be accept- 
ed by anyone who in the years 
immediately following the close of 
World War two is tempted to dab- 
ble in foreign exchange: “Don’t” 
unless you have a thorough know- 
ledge of foreign exchange markets, 
and even then, realize that you 
probability of loss.
